If people from other 
parts are allowed to bring in their 
trained hounds to chase the deer out 
of the country entirely, it is time the 
local sportsmen took the mrtter in 
band. There should be a reward of­ 
fered for the scalp of every dog caught 
on the run-ways. 


The Indians in this section do not 
construe the muskrat sign into an 
indication of an unusually cold and 
hard winter. In fact, they are pre­ 
pared to see an open winter, such as 
was experienced a year ago in thi6 
region.

A Peculiar Freak. 
On the arrival of a passenger steam­ 
er from St. Briene, says the Dundee 
(Scotland) News, the commander in­ 
formed the police that a woman at­ 
tired as a man was on board. She 
had, it appeared, taken passage for 
St. Briene, but the captain, having 
noticed certain peculiarities about the 
passenger, on reaching that part sum­ 
moned a medical man and he declared 
that the pseudo man was really a wo­ 
man. He further certified that she 
was suffering from a slight concussion 
of the brain, and the French authori­ 
ties, in view of her mysterious con­ 
duct, refused to allow her to land. 
On the steamer entering the harbor 
of St. Heller the woman took a cab 
and proceeded to a boarding house, 
where she had previously lodged for 
some time under the name of Louis 
Hermann. She h- ’ '•» very appearance 
of manhood, and from her easy de­ 
portment it is evident that male attire 
was no novelty to her. She wore a 
fur waistcoat, a long overcoat, a hat, 
and a turn-down collar. She smoked 
a long pipe or cigar with an air of 
one accustomed to the habit. Left 
an orphan at the age of 18, she then 
resolved to adopt male tirej She has 
now reached the age of 55, so that for 
42 years she has been traveling the 
world, and has been known as a mar. 
Her calling has been that of a courier, 
and in that capacity she has traveled 
widely. She has a knowledge of sev­ 
eral continental languages, and is 
otherwise well informal. 
The name 
by winch she was generally known 
was Louis Herrmann Tobosh, but in 
some cases she has dropped the last 
name and simply called herself Louis 
Herrmann. 


The City lax Levy. 
The city council at its meeting on 
Monday evening levied a tax of seven 
mills to meet the expenses of the city 
for the next fiscal year. While this 
may seem large to the tax-pavers it 
was unavoidable and it will have to be 
collected more closely than usual if 
the sum realized meets the require­ 
ments. The total amount, estimated 
from past years, in the aggregate, 
necessary to be raised is $36,000 in 
round numbers, which includes some 
$13,509 interest on bonds, besides the 
usual running expenses. It is esti­ 
mated that exclusive of taxation the 
city will receive from all sources dur­ 
ing the year nearly, or about $2*1,000, 
and at those figures it would require 
a sum to be raised by taxation of $12,- 
000. At seven mills on the dollar, 
present valuation, the sum realized 
would be $11,506.93. 
While some of the aldermen were J 
not anxious at all to vote for this 
7-mill tax they were wise enough to 
see that it is better for the city to 
raise money by taxation to meet the 
obligations already incurred rather 
than to be forced to borrow at a high 
rate of interest which in the end must 
be paid in that manner. The only 
way to reduce taxation is to curtail 
expenses if such a thing be possible, 
and some of the present members are 
on the right track.

road com pauy does no t accept the m ile 
sq uare on the conditions heretofore ag reed 
to betw een the com pany and th e g overn

The advices also add th a t tbe com 
pany is certain to t*ke the land, as It lrss re­ 
cently sig nified its Intention of so doing , and 
th a t the land th at it w ants is exactly th a t on 
which th e F o rt P ierre se ttlers are located. 
B ut th e inform ation de a rly states th a t In 
eith er case tbe se ttlers will be com pelled 
to vacate tbe reservation 
entirely and

president Issues his proclam ation and before

over on the reservation w ho intended to re­ 
m ain the entire w inter. 
T he auth o rities set 
o u t for about th ree m iles to the west, w here 
three fam ilies of poor farm ers, who cam e 
from Paris. III., had located. 
The Indian 
police found them in a horrible state of des­ 
titution, and had they been allow ed to con­ 
tinue on the land they w ould have all been 
starved before spring . 
One fam ily, Jenson 
by nam e, had already lost one cbl d, and tw o 
m ore are in a precarious condition from the 
lack of proper nourishm ent.

As the obiect of the Canadian Pacific 
Short Line through Maine was to provide 
this qu.ck transportation across the conti 
nent, S.r George dtevens and Sir Donald 
Smith at once withdrew their names, and the 
Anderson syndicate refused to go on with the 
projected line of steamers until proper fa­ 
cilities were granted. 
They hold that if the 
line is to be of any service the railway com­ 
pany should be in a position to take passen­ 
gers through w ithout change of cars or other 
delays, aud that if the government would 
not permit this it would be of no use to pro­ 
ceed in the matter.

The 
frog should not be p ared one p arti­ 
cle. You might as well cut away all 
the leaves of a tree and exp ect it to 
flourish as to p are away the frog 
and have a healthy foot. Do not 
allow a hot shoe to be p ut up on the 
hoof to burn it to a level. It always 
injures and contracts it. Look for 
a blacksmith who knows his business 
well enough to level the foot without 
using the “actual cautery,” and em­ 
p loy him. It will increase the health 
and working p ower of your horses.

P rovided that the Indians in this 
part of the state who are over 21 
years of age come into possession of 
an “allotment in severalty” and be­ 
come citizens, what a financial depres­ 
sion there will be among the crowd of 
officials who have been making their 
living off of alleged whisky cases. 
Then, too, there will be the fun for 
politicians of hustling for Indian 
votes at election time. 
There is con­ 
siderable sport m store yet for the 
poor red man if he only works it 
right. 


K i l l i n g deer will be lawful for the 
next thirty days, beginning with to­ 
day. 
There are more hungers to the 
square inch this fall than for some 
years, many having come to this sec­ 
tion from other states. 
The law pro­ 
hibits hunting with dogs, and the 
man that shoota the first hound he 
sees running deer will do more for 
the preservation of the game in Min­ 
nesota than all the laws the legisla­ 
ture can pass. 
If people from other 
parts are allowed to bring in their 
trained hounds to chase the deer out 
of the country entirely, it is time the 
local sportsmen took the mrtter in 
hand. 
There should be a reward of­ 
fered for the scalp of every dog caught 
on the run-ways. 


The Indians in this section do not 
construe the muskrat sign into an 
indication of an unusually cold and 
hard winter. 
In fact, they are pre­ 
pared to see an open winter, such as 
was experienced a year ago in this 
region. 
The fact that the rat and 
beaver houses are so large and ap­ 
pear to be so much higher than usual 
is laid by them to the fact that the 
water is unusually low, and that part 
of the houses which is in ordinary 
seasons below the water is now ex­ 
posed to view. 
They claim that there 
will be no snow whatever during No­ 
vember and very little the balance of 
the winter, but seem to think that an 
excessive rainfall will be experienced 
next spring. Whether Indiana are 
authority on weather or not remains 
to be seen. 


The City l ax Levy. 
The city council at its meeting on 
Monday evening levied a tax of seven 
mills to meet the expenses of the city 
for the next fiscal year. 
While this 
may seem large to the tax-payers it 
was unavoidable and it will have to be 
collected more closely than usual if 
the sum realized meets the require­ 
ments. 
The total amount, estimated 
from past years, in ihe aggregate, 
necessary to be raised is $3(1,000 in 
round numbers, which includes some 
$13,509 interest on bonds, besides tho 
usual running expenses. 
It is esti­ 
mated that exclusive of taxation the 
city will receive from all sources dur­ 
ing the year nearly, or about $2-4,000, 
and at those figures it would require 
a sum to be raised by taxation of $12,- 
000. 
At seven mills on the dollar, 
present valuation, the sum realized 
would be $11,506.93. 
While some of the aldermen were 
not anxious at all to vote for this 
7-mill tax they were wise enough to 
see that it is better for the city to 
raise money by taxation to meet the 
obligations already incurred rather 
than to be forced to borrow at a high 
rate of interest which in the end must 
be paid in that manner. 
The only 
way to reduce taxation is to curtail 
expenses if such a thing be possible, 
and some of the present members are 
on the right track.

The City lax Levy. 
The city council at it* meeting on 
Monday evening levied a tax of seven 
mills to meet tho expenses of the city 
for the next fiscal year. While this 
may seem large to the tax-payors it 
was unavoidable and it will have to be 
collected more closely than usual if 
the sum realized meets the require­ 
ments. The total amount, estimated 
from past years, in the aggregate, 
necessary to be raised is $36,000 in 
round numbers, which includes some 
$13,509 interest on bonds, besides the 
usual running expenses. It is esti­ 
mated that exclusive of taxation the 
city will receive from all sources dur­ 
ing the year nearly, or about $24,000, 
and at those figures it would require 
a sum to be raised by taxation of $12,- 
000. At seven rn dis on the dollar, 
present valuation, the sum realized 
would be $11,506.93. 
While some of the aldermen were 
not anxious at all to vote for this 
7-mdl tax they were wise enough to 
see that it is better for the city to 
raise money by taxation to meet the 
obligations already incurred rather 
than to be forced to borrow at a high 
rate of interest which in the end must 
be paid in that manner. The only 
way to reduce taxation is to curtail 
expenses if such a thing be possible, 
and some of the present members are 
on the right track.

Thom as Shea, whose th ro a t was cut by- 
Thom as J. Kelly in a Boston barber shop, 
beeause Shea had been ubusing John L. Sul- 
livau, is said to be dying. 
Kelly is out on 
bail. 
A gang of young men belonging to some of 
the leading families took possessi >n of St. 
Andrews. N. B, Beside beating several p*o 
pie in a shameful manner, the murder of 
William Sharkey, an inoffensive old man, is 
laid a t their door.

McCoy and Haley Jescaped to|K*n- 
tncky, but n o t until there bail bees two more 
attem pts a t aesassination in the county, in 
one of which a man named Adkins, a friend 
of Brumfield's, was wounded. The two would- 
be murderers were arrested a t Ben Postofflce, 
M artin county, Kentucky, and were confined 
in jail there. Friday they were locked up in 
the Lincoln county, West \ irginia. Jail and in 
absence of definite inform ation it is supposed 
they were lynched by some of the Hatfield 
•*ya»}**4bizers. 
The faufcow* Snell murder in Chicago was 
alm ost dupbeatM a t MeCauslund, twenty 
miles from Davenport, L?tre, the victim being 
Tbomus McCaus and, who gay# the place his 
name.

m an nam ed Bchmitzgor was the disturbing 
elem ent, the children taking the m other’s 
side. Proceedings for divorce have been be­ 
gun on both sides, which fell through, and 
Htenherg has been arrested m ore than once 
for abusing his wife. 
His family live in a 
house aujacent to his shop, and his wife 
ho* taken 
care 
of 
bis sleeping room, 
to 
which 
there were tw o 
keys, 
one 
kep t 
by 
him 
and 
the 
other 
by Mr& Stenberg. 
The fam ily retired ear‘y 
last night aud a t 6 o’clock this m orning were 
alarm ed by the explosion in 
Btenberg’* 
room. 
His b o d and daughter, aged sixteen 
and (fourteen respectively, rushed into the 
room and found it In horrible disorler, 
tilled 
w ith sm oke and the bed clothes 
on fire. 
Bteuberg was assisted out to 
the other house, hts head frightfully lacer­ 
ated and blood stream ing from w ounds in 
the face. By a m iracle he escaped death, 
though suffering painfully from hi* injuries. 
Investigation showed the explosion was due 
to a g ian t cartridge having been placed 
under the 
pillow 
of the bed, 
u fuse 
about 
six 
feet 
long 
having

Another cartridge 
placed there had failed to explode, otherwise 
the building would have been wrecked and 
Btenberg blown into eternity.

Must Leave or They W ill 
Be Assisted. 


Much Good to Be Derived From a Con­ 
ference of Superintendents of the 
Postal Department.

Intense excitem ent prevails at Fort Pierre, 
ucross the river from this place, caused by 
private advices being received from officials 
of the interior departm ent which state th at 
the people over there have no recognizable 
right to the land whereon tbey are settled, 
and th at the laud where the town is siiuaied 
belongs to the governm ent, and will be 
opened for settlem ent in the sam e m anner 
as the rest of the reservation lands; pro­ 
vided, however, th at the N orthw estern Rail­ 
road com pany does not accept the mile 
square on the conditions heretofore agreed 
to between the com pany and the govern­ 
m en t 
The advices also add tb at the com­ 
pany t« certain to t»ku the land, as it has re­ 
cently signified its intention of so doing, and 
tb a t the land that it w ants is exactly th a t on 
which the Fort Pierre settlers are located. 
B ut the inform ation clearly states th at in 
either case the settlers will be compelled 
to vacste the reservation 
entirely and 
come 
aero** 
the 
river 
after 
the 
president Issues his proclam ation and before 
it takes effeot, and the m ilitary authorities 
have also been notified to prepare to compel 
the settler* to vacate at any time. 
In this 
connection it was learned three days ago 
th at there were several parties of boomers 
over on the reservation who intended to re­ 
main the entire w inter. 
The authorities set 
out for about three miles to the west, where 
three fam ilies of poor farm ers, who came 
from Pari*. 111., had located. 
The Indian 
police found them in a horrible state of des­ 
titution, and bad they been allowed to con­ 
tinue on the land they would have ait beeu 
starved before spring. 
One family, Jenson 
by nam e, bad already lost one cbi d, and two 
more are lu a precarious condition from tbe 
lack of proper nourishm ent. Tbe three fam ­ 
ilies w ere taken to the ranch of a squaw 
man some mile* down tbe river, where tbey 
are being properly cared for, and when tbey 
are in a condition to travel again tbey will 
be brought back from the reservation.

The subject of registering package 
envelopes and tbe treatm ent of registered 
m atter generally were discusaed a t some 
length, and a* a result, a system of consecu­ 
tive endorsem ents by all persons through 
whose bauds the packages pas* was at!op ed. 
It appears tb a t tbe regulations now in force 
require tb at all persona who handle a regis­ 
tered package, from tbe tim e It starts 
from 
tbe 
originating 
office 
nntd 
k 
reaches tbe pereou for whom it is intended 
ut its final destination,shall sign their nam es 
to the envelope in consecutive order, noting 
the tim e received and the condition in which 
the package is found 
This regulation, how­ 
ever, has not been strictly enforced 
Em ­ 
ployes are in tbe habit of signing their 
nam es with a hand stam p w ithout any spe­ 
cial reference to consecutive order, so th at it 
lias been utterly impossible in many cases to 
follow the course of the package and so fix 
the responsibility for loss.

with great ease, and if skillfully done ba ffiea 
detection. The inspectors will give ihis sub­ 
ject further study, ami anv suggestions for 
im provem ent in registered envelopes wili be 
at once com m unicated to the departm ent. 
The hook of instructions furnished the in­ 
spectors was dbcussed and tborougly re­ 
vised 
A uniform system of bookkeeping, 
reports, blank*, e tc , was adopted. The sub­ 
ject ot the creation of two new division* was 
considered, b at no change was made further 
th at to recom mend the em ploym ent of ad­ 
ditional clerks a t each divislou headquarters. 
A large part of the time of the conference 
waa devoted to a discussion of the means and 
m ethods to be adopted in the detect.on ot 
crime and the conviction and punishm ent of 
persons violating the postal law.

RESORTED TO CANNIBALISM. 


fforjrlblp Story B e la te d by Two Ship- 
vqgecked Sailors, 


B a l t i m o r e , Special.—Carl Graves, fireman, 
and Ludwig Loder, seaman, two survivors of 
the crew ot the steamship Earnraoor, told a 
atory, horrible in |ts details, of the way they 
sustained life by cannibalism for days. Loder 
said: “The only food we had tbe first fifteen 
days in tbe boat was a flying fish and a few 
raw small sea birds, divided among eleven 
men. 
On the sixteenth day out William 
Davis, a seaman, caught me by the throat 
and made a dash at my head w ith a knife. 
He cu t me In the right cheek, the scar from 
which still rem ains as you will sea 
He was 
told to kill me by August Plagge, a fireman. 
When Davis began to cu t me some of his 
companions caught him, others shouted ‘Kill 
him, kill him; we w ant som ething to e a t 
We aro staiving.’ It B ee ms th a t Plagge, 
Pavia and others in one end of the boat had 
decided that I should die, as, I suppose, be­ 


ing pretty fat I looked inviting. 
Plagge wai 
placed on watch that night, but bo was miss­ 
ing next morning. No one saw him go over­ 
board. 
LIVED ON HUMAN FLESH. 
“On the seventeenth day, William Robinson 
lay down to sleep, and w hen they tried to 
call him they found him dead. 
It was de­ 
term ined to 
eat 
his flesh, and William 
W right, the cook, wa* ordered to carve the 
body. 
Tbe first thing done wus to smash in 
Robinsou’* skull, and from the fracture each 
one sucked the blood as long as it would 
last, which was but a little while. 
Then tbe 
cook stripped the flesh from the rib® 
The 
next day this flesh in strip* was piaced on 
top of the w ater tight com partm ent and 
dried in the sun. 
After taking out Robin­ 
son’s liver, heart and other parts which 
would furnish blood to be Bucked, we threw 
bis m utilated body into the sea.

In about three days the limD* J 
and feet of all began to swell, and several 
have since broken out in ugly sore®

think it is poison from tbe hum an flesh and 
blood." Both Graves and Loder say that 
they have no recollection of the taste of 
human ttesb, so great was their m ental 
anguish a t the time. 
Their only recollection 
of taking the food is feeling their own blood 
quicken as it coursed through their vein®

The advice* also add that the com 
pany is certain to t#ke the land, as it has re­ 
cently signified its Intention of so doing, and 
th at tbs land that it wants I* exactly th a t on 
which the Fort Pierre settlers are located.

connection it was learned three days ago 
th at there were several parties of boomers 
over on the reservation who intended to re­ 
main the entire winter. 
The authorities set 
out for about three miles to the west, where 
three families of poor farmers, who came 
from Paris. Ii!., had located. 
The Indian 
police fonnd them In a horrible state of des­ 
titution, and had they been allowed to con­ 
tinue on the land they woald have all been 
starved before spring. 
One family, Jenson 
by name, had already lost one chi d, and two 
more axe in a precarious condition from the 
lack of proper nourishment. The three fam ­ 
ilies were taken to the ranch of a squaw 
man some mile* down the river, where they 
are being p ro p e rly cared for, and when they 
are in a condition to travel again they will 
be brought buck from the reser vation.

relation to the whole body of organized 
labor that the respective states bear to tbe 
federal union. 
Tbe m atter was thoroughly 
explained by H aunabau and other advoca es, 
after which the convention voted unani­ 
mously 
in 
favor 
of 
federation 
and 
appointed 
a 
com m ittee 
to notify the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers of tbe 
result, which can but have its influence in 
deciding tbe question when it comes before 
the eeg.neers for final action. The delegates 
will uwait the action of the engineers, and 
it may be that another session is necessary 
before

Another question came before 
tho meeting.

W ash the harness in warm water, 
and when it is nearly dry give it a 
coat of n ea t’s-foot oil; let it dry in 
and then with a brush put on a thin 
coating of the dressing; let it dry, 
then polish with an ordinary shoe­ 
brush. Not only will the harness be 
given a fine polish, but if the tre a t­ 
m ent be repeated occasionly the 
leather wll be preserved for a long 
tim e.

General Lord W obelej, 
Governor Lee, 
of Virginia, has 
invited Gen. Lord Wolseley to be 
present a t the unveiling of a statu e 
of Gen. Lee a t Richmond, Ya., which 
affords occasion for o brief reference 
to the career of this celebrated British 
soldier. Gen. Lord 
Wolseley was 
born in Dublin, in the year 1833. 
He is a member of an old and honor­ 
able English 
family belonging to 
Staffordshire. 
His 
father was a 
M ajor of the 
British Army, and 
young Wolseley determined to follow 
the profession of arm s. Heentered the 
arm y as Ensign when nineteen years 
of age, nnd in 1852 was engaged in 
the Burmese war, wherein he dis­ 
played great courage and gained 
notice in the dispatches. In 1854 
he was sent to the Crimea, where 
he acted in the 
trenches before 
Sabastopol as A ssistant Engineer. 
HU gallant services received recog­ 
nition repeatedly before he 
was 
severely wounded on August 30, 
1854. F or a long tim e his eyesight 
was endangered by the misfortune, 
but he recovered and resumed his 
position in the arm y. In 1857 he 
was shipwrecked while proceeding to 
China. 
He took p a rt subsequently 
in the supression of the Indian m uti­ 
ny, and was engaged in Hindoo tun 
during 1858 and 1850. In 1860 he 
served in the Chinese war. and was 
present when the forts protecting 
Peking were captured. Our th rea t­ 
ened 
difficulty 
with the 
British 
Government owing to tho “T rent” 


affair 
led 
to 
Wolseley’s 
being 
sent to the 
American continent. 
He made a visit to General Lee’s ar- 
mv while on this side, and in 1802 
aided in the pacification of the Ri d 
River Settlem ent. 
Wolseley led the 
British arm s to victory intheA shan- 
tee W ar, nnd was rewarded upon his 
return with the thanks of both Houses 
of Parliam ent, £25,000 and the offer 
cf a bnrorietcy. 
While he declined 
the la i „e wisely took the money. 
In 1875 he represented his govern­ 
m ent in N atal, South Alrica, und in 
1879, was appointed High Commis­ 
sioner and t’ouimander-in Chief in 
Cyprus, then newly annexed by the 
Cnited Kingdom. 
The disastrous 
Zulu war was nearly over before he 
arrived on the scene of action, but 
he contributed 
tow ards 
the set­ 
tlem ent of the questions relating 
to it. 
His popularity was greatly 
advanced 
irom 
1874 
to 
1876 
by his policy as Insjiector-General 
of the Auxiliary Forces. 
His next 
conspicuous undertaking wus to sup­ 
press the insurrection against the 
au th o rity of the Khedive of Egypt, 
by Arabi Bey. The b attle ofTel-el- 
Kebir, September 12, 18H2, was the 
collapse of A rabi’s, cause, and he is 
now an exile in Ceylon 
Substantial 
rewards and distinguished honors 
aw aited Wolseley upon his return 
home. 
He received £50,000, as a 
P arliam entary 
g rant, 
and 
was 
created Baron Wolseley of Cairo nnd 
of Wolseley in the county of Straf­ 
ford. His latest M ilitary campaignes 
were there in Soudan, with which he 
was entrusted iu 1884.

I t m ay be th a t Americans 
are a little ifiore brusque and curt in 
their HpedtJl th an the English—a dif­ 
ference noticeable in railway porters, 
horse-car conductors, and especially 
hotel clerks—yet there is behind it a 11 
a hartiness and real effort to be kind 
and obliging which soon m ake one 
forget th a t there is any difference at 
all. 
This is very neat, indeed, and 
honestly m agnanim ous. 
It is not 
really to our credit th a t we endure 
horrible overcrowding in street-cars, 
and subm it patiently to lie bumped 
over railroad tracks and herded and 
driven likecattle in railroad stations, 
with as little respect for our com fort 
and safety as is commonly given to 
cattle. It is no t to our credit th a t 
we subm it pat iently to the scornful 
impoliteness of railway servants and 
the contum ely of hotel clerks. 
But 
Bir Edwin kindly set down all this 
cow ardly submfssiveness to the cred­ 
it of our abounding good-nature, 
which is certainly very kind of him.

General Lord Wolselej. 
Governor Lee, 
of Virginia, bae 
■ Invited Gen. Lord Wolseley to be 
present at the unveiling of a statue 
of Gen. Lee at Richmond, Va., which 
affords occasion for o brief reference 
to the career of this celebrated British 
soldier. Gen. Lord 
Wolseley was 
born in Dublin, in the year 1833. 
He is a member of an old and honor­ 
able English family belonging to 
Staffordshire. 
His father was a 
Major of the British Army, and 
young Wolseley determined to follow 
the profession of arms. He entered the 
army as Ensign when nineteen years 
of age, and in 1852 was engaged in 
the Burmese war, wherein he dis­ 
played great courage and gained 
notice in the dispatches. In 1854 
he was sent to the Crimea, where 
he acted in the trenches before 
Sabastopol as Assistant Engineer. 
His gallant services received recog­ 
nition repeatedly before he was 
severely wounded on August 30, 
1854. For a long time his eyesight 
was endangered by the misfortune, 
but lie recovered and resumed his 
position in the army. In 1857 he 
was shipwrecked while proceeding to 
China. He look part subsequently 
in the supression of the Indian muti­ 
ny, and was engaged in Hindustan 
during 1858 urn!

You might as well cut away all 
the leaves of a tree and expect it to 
flourish as to pare away the frog 
and have a healthy foot. Do not 
allow a hot shoe to be put upon the 
hoof to burn it to a level. It always 
injures and contracts it. Look for 
a blacksmith who knows his business 
well enough to level the foot without 
using the “actual cautery,” and em­ 
ploy him. It will increase the health 
and working power of your horses.

In 1875 he represented his govern­ 
ment in Natal, South Africa, and in 
1870, was appointed High Commis­ 
sioner and Commander-in Chief in 
Cyprus, then newly annexed by the 
United Kingdom. 
The disastrous 
Zulu war was m arly over before he 
arrived on the scene of action, but 
he contributed 
towards the set­ 
tlement of the questions relating 
to it. His popularity was greatly

to 
1876 
bv his policy as Insjiector-General 
of the Auxiliary Forces. 
His next 
conspicuous undertaking was to sup­ 
press the insurrection against the 
authority of the Khedive of Egypt, 
by Arabi Bey. The battle ofTel-el- 
Kebir, .September 12, 1882, was the 
collapse of Arabis, cause, and he is 
now an exile in Ceylon. Substantial 
rewards and distinguished honors 
awaited Wolseley upon his return 
home. He received £50,000, as a 
Parliamentary 
grant, 
and 
was 
created Baron Wolseley of Cairo and 
of Wolseley in the county of Straf­ 
ford. His latest Military cam pa ignes 
were there in Soudan, with which he 
was entrusted in 1884.

The city council on Monday oven- 
ing held an adjourned meeting.

The gentleman was declared elected 
and a message was sent to notify him 
of the action of the council and to 
summon him to appear and qualify, 
which he did a short time afterward. 
A communication from the mayor 
in regard to tho unsanitary condition 
of tho city lock-up was read and ac­ 
cepted, and also one in regard to the 
appointment of a committee from the 
council to act with one from the board 
of trade in regard to railroad matters. 
The city attorney reported the costs 
and judgment in the Searfoss matter 
to be $250 and a motion was carried 
to issue an order for the same. 
The financial 
committee, 
J. J. 
Howe, chairman, reported that they 
had considered the matter of com­ 
putation of a rat** of tax levy as pro­ 
vided by Sec. 58 of the Charter, and 
that they had found the amount of 
revenue received last year, exclusive 
of taxation, to Id* $2o,l-S').98 and that 
if the same amount should lx> raised 
next year it would require a tax levy 
of seven mills upon the present as­ 
sessed valuation to meet the defi­ 
ciency . After considerable discussion 
of the matter it was decided to make 
that levy; tho vote standing five to 
one, Alderman Gardner voting no, his 
idea being to make the levy five mills. 
Some other minor mutters were at­ 
tended to and the council adjourned.

Brown as he was supposed to under­ 
stand the wishes of his constituency 
in tho matter. 
Mr. Brown arose and 
stated to tho members that the ma­ 
jority of tho people in his ward would 
be satisfied with the election of Geo. 
F. Burton, in fact they desired to see 
Mr. Burton till out the unexpired 
form of Ald. O’Brien. 
A vote was ac­ 
cordingly taken and Mr. Burton re­ 
ceived five out of the six votes cast, 
the other vote being for John Willis. 
The gentleman was declared elected 
and a message was sent to notify him 
of the action of the council and to 
summon him to appear and qualify, 
which he did a short time afterward. 
A communication from the mayor 
in regard to the unsanitary condition 
of tho city lock-up was read and ac­ 
cepted, and also one in regard to the 
appointment of a committee from the 
council to act with one from the board 
of trade in regard to railroad matters. 
The city attorney reported the costs 
and judgment in the Scarfess matter 
to bo $250 and a motion was carried 
to issue an order for the same. 
The financial 
committee, 
J. J. 
Howe, chairman, reported that they 
had considered the matter of com­ 
putation of a rate of tax levy as pro­ 
vided by Sec. 53 of the Charter, and 
that they had found the amount of 
revenue received last year, exclusive 
of taxation, to bo $20,180.98 and that 
if the same amount should Ik* raised 
next year it would require a tax levy 
of seven mills upon the present as­ 
sessed valuation to meet the defi­ 
ciency . After considerable discussion 
of the matter it was decided to make 
that levy; the vote standing five to 
one, AJderman Gardner voting no, his 
idea lx-ing to make tho levy five mills.
